A TALE OF TWO CHURCHES 


The present Dennis Union Church building was erected in 1838 by the Unitarian 
Church Society, composed of persons who had broken away from the older Congrega- 
tional Society. 

The Unitarian Church Society did not flourish long, and in 1848 the Reformed Me- 
thodist Church and Society purchased the building for their own use, and the remaining 
Unitarians united with them. They occupied the building until 1866. Then the Congre- 
gational Church Society, which had been in existence since 1721, sold its church building 
and united with the Methodists and others to form a Dennis Union Church. 

This church has used the present building since that time, and now, after 116 years, 
an addition is to be built, which will offer class rooms, pastor’s study, rooms for informal 
group gatherings, dining facilities, and a parish hall to fulfill a long felt need in the 
community. This hall will have a stage as a memorial to Gertrude Lawrence. 

It may be interesting to many to know that the building sold in 1866 by the Congre- 
gationalists was located in the Dennis Cemetery. It was sold to Edward Freeman Hall, 
a tinsmith, and he moved it to a location on South Street, now Route 6. Some years later 
Charles Smith Goodspeed purchased the building and moved it further west on South 
Street, to be used as a barn. In 1927 this barn, or “wandering church” was purchased by 
Raymond Moore and his associates, torn down, again moved, re-assembled, once more 
to become a meeting place—the now famous Cape Playhouse. 

The church that has become a Playhouse has brought delight to the wide community 
of lovers of the theatre. Let us help the one that has remained a church to bring hap- 
piness to its community.

This is a favorite preoccupation of mine, 
and no matter from what angle, or in what 
way I consider it - - - it is a two-edged 
sword that wrecks vengeance with as 
much danger to the unwary user as a

my Cape contem- 
poraries who like

there, and which, if I am wise enough to 
think about it, will never take me off my 
front doorstep. - - - I will see the floods 
of the Mississippi in my backyard if I 
have patience to watch for them, and what 
about the eagle that may come over my 
head some afternoon - - - should I really 
go to the Rocky Mountains in search of 
him? So saying, I may do just that, but 
that is simply a personal weakness, and 
cannot alter the case. 

But one does not think of such a prob- 
lem from one standpoint alone. Once one 
has decided to go into something of the 
sort of travel or vacation or escape, is it 
wise to try something different each time? 
I remember one evening, shortly after 
having purchased my mountain farm in 
Maine, being brought to task for settling 
ona place where I would be more or less 
beholden to return at some sort of inter- 
val, more or less a regular one, instead of

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being free to wander about in search of 
something else. I thought that one over 
for a time, but it seemed that I had ex- 
cellent reasovs for my choice - - - my 
liking of the abandoned bones of the elder 
New England, (which we are patching 
over in a regrettable way on Cape Cod), 
but which shows through there in a way 
that feeds a personal nostalgia. and my 
admitted perverse longing for great depths 
of snow and a desire to experience an arc- 
tic range of temperatures, (forty below 
was reached there this past winter) and I 
should like, in a smaller way than on the 
Cape, which remains my first love, to see 
what sort of microcosm I could find there. 
I go to Wellfleet in the summer for the 
same reasons. I do not think it is from 
habit; I have often disclaimed the idea 
that my life should fall into a peculiar 
pattern, but one does return again and 
again, if there is any desire to find out 
what is at the heart of anything worth 
investigating. So I go back here, and I 
justify it.

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One cannot go back in time. And I have 
mentioned it before in this column. One is 
willy-nilly where he is in point of time 
-- contemporary. If one is aware of it, the 
fact that one might take a variety of cus- 
toms of a number of times past, and find 
it more to one’s advantage that an uncom- 
promising striving for the contemporan- 
eous living that one has whether or no, 
the accusation of being outdated or old- 
fashioned has no bearing on the facts. (I 
do not go back because I prefer a wood- 
stove to a floor furnace - - - it happens to 
keep my house at more of the temperature 
that I like, the woodstove, than anything 
I have yet seen advertised by fuel com- 
panies. At the same time that I prefer to 
walk than ride, I do not deny the ad- 
vantages of a freezing unit, and electricity. 
Therefore I have these pushbutton con- 
veniences as well as my doublebit.) 

And there is a final way in which I turn 
this phrase about, as I sit thinking of the 
many uses to which our much abused 
language can genuinely lend itself, I re- 
member another idea engendered by going 
back-or-not, and that is embodied in a 
phrase which becomes increasingly famil- 
iar as life, for some, takes on a rapid 
necessity to keep pace with someone’s 
breaking of the sound barrier. ‘Come on, 
let’s hurry, so that we can get back.’ There 
seems only one answer. If it is so im- 
portant to come physically back, by all 
means stay, it cannot be important to go 
in the first place. To go is to walk off the 
end of the world, or should be. I will 
leave the discussion at that.
